Remove certain Disabilities and Restrictions attaching to A.D. 1910, 
Hotels and Restaurants in the Police District of Dublin 
Metropolis. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. This Act may be cited as the Hotels and Restaurants Short title. 

(Dublin) Act, 1910. 

2. If any licensed victualler or keeper or manager of an Divisional 
hotel, restaurant, or refreshment house in Dublin within the g^nToc^ 
metropolitan polioe district in which intoxicating liquors are sional 
10 sold, applies to a divisional justice for the Dublin metropolitan jj^p t s ing 
district for a licence exempting him from the provisions of the f rom pro- 
Licensing Acts relating to the closing of premises on any special 
occasion or occasions, it shall be lawful for such justice, if in c ] os ing dur- 
his discretion he thinks fit so to do, to grant to the applicant pertain 
15 an occasional licence exempting him from the provisions of the 
Licensing Acts relating to closing of premises during certain 
hours, and on the special occasion or occasions to be specified in 
the licence ; and no licensed victualler or keeper or manager of 
an hotel, restaurant, or refreshment house to whom an occasional 
20 licence has been granted under this Act shall be subject to any 
penalty for the contravention of any provisions of the Licensing 
Acts relating to the closing of premises during the time to 
which his occasional licence extends.
